ELEVEN PEOPLE KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


The Train Wrecked Was the St. Louis 


Express and the Accident Occurred 
N«ar Port Byron, N. Y.,—Sunday School 
Excursion Train In Collision oa the Cen- 
tral Vermont Boad—Wreck on the 
Grand Bapids and Indiana Boad Kent 
Kalamaioo. 
SYRACUSE, N. T., 
Aug. 6.—The St. 


Louis express on the West Shore railroad 
which leaves here at 1:58 a. m. met with 
a terrible accident three miles west ot 
Port Byron Thursday morning near what 
Is known as the Dntchess Cut. The train 
was running at a high rate of speed, and 
at that point ran into a freight train. 
The wreck was an awful one, and the 
deaths number eleven. Thorn killed out- 
right and those who died from their in- 
juries were all Italians but one, the fire- 
man of the passenger train. Eleven Ital- 
ians were badly hurt, and four will prob- 
ably die. Twelve cars of the freight train 
were wrecked and piled upon the tracks, 
completely blocking the tracks. The 
Italians were in the smoking car, which 
was completely wrecked 
Hardly a whole 


piece of timber was left of the car. The 
wreck took fire, and the passenger train 
was burned with the exception of three 
deeping cars. The train was made up of 
two express cars, a baggage car, a smok- 
ing car, a day car and four sleeping cars.

A Survivor's Story. 


J J. Sullivan of this city was on the 


train on his way to Buffalo. 
He was in 


the second car, the one behind the smok- 
ing car. He had been in there but a short 
time before the accident occurred 
"I un- 


derstood from a conversation with one of 
the brakernen," gjiiiOJj^__Sullivan. "that 
it was a tail end collision. 
The freight 


train with which our train collided was 
running on the passenger train's time 
When the crash came the scene was a ter- 
rible one. The smoking car was smashed 
to splinters, and the shrieks of the wound- 
ed who were imprisoned in the wreckage 
were heartrending. The accident occurred 
about 3 o'clock. I left the scene on the 
special tram and do not know what had 
been done toward caring for the injured 
There were about fifteen killed and I 
should think about twenty injured. When 
I left the dead and wounded were scat- 
tered about on the ground inside the 
tracks, and the striving passengers were 
doing all they could for the relief of the 
wounded. The victims, as far as I could 
Bee, were all men who were in the smok 
lug car. None of the passengers in the 


] sleepers was injured."

Strikers Set the Mine on Fire. 


On this day the pumpers were supposed 


to be on duty, but it seems that some one 
tad sent Antonio Newak and his two sons 
—Slavs—into the mines in the afternoon 
to fix some track in room No. 9. The 
oiuiper, Stewart A. Leach, was a strike 
ympathizer, but during all strikes the 
pumpers are allowed todo duty. After the 
Slavs had gone in, as was shown at the 
oroner's inquest Tuesday, three strikers 
•ere seen to enter by deputies then on 


guard at the mines 
The strikers were 


een to come out shortly before the fire 
•as discovered, but the unfortunate Slavs 


were never seen alive again. All attempts 
o get into the mine and put the flre out 
iroved futile, and were, after two days.'

Foul Murder Discovered.

The jury found while in 
the mine that some wood braddishing or 
supports had been removed before the fire 
dad been kindled. It was proven that the 
Newaks were the victims of a foul murder; 
that they had been followedmto the mine 
killed, and dragged down the slope, after 
which the pump house and the mine were 
fired in several places. At a late hour 
Tuesday night the coroner's jury ad 
journed without rendering a verdict TLis 
was done so that those connected with the 
crime may be arrested before the verdict is 
rendered.
